It is like saying crash fatalities involving 
baby buggies, tricyles, or bicycles are up to five 
times more frequent than in larger cars 
What needs to be spelled out 
is whether 
people who drive small cars have as many 
crashes in proportion to tile number of small 
ears as people who drive large curs. 
It also would be helpful to mention the animus 
against small cars in this country by 
auto 
manufacturers, who never have given up a 
clenched-tooth campaign to ged rid of a com­ 
petitive element hateful to them. 
As one driver of one type of small car. I 
may be justified in making a few observations 
about their operation. 
We smallies have taken ourselves out of the 
race to keep up with the Joneses. 
There are small cars that cost as much as 
multi-ton behemoths, but they are tor sportsmen 
and the overprivileged. The small cars the rest 
of us drive are for utility and economy.

“ We are mindful of the renewed appeal of his 
holiness the Pope only two days a 40 in which 
he suggested that ‘an arbitration of tile United 
Nations confined to neutral nations’ might re­ 
solve tile question.** 
The Pope wields a tremendous influence in 
many parts of the free world, and certainly his 
suggestion deserved respectful treatment by the 
United States even though the Communists mat 
prefer to oppose it. 


The United Nations will be on the spot unlesi 
it takes firm measures to get a peace parley 
going. Its prestige as a peace-keeping organi­ 
zation is ai stake. 


THE SOVIET UNION, which has a veto in 
the Security Council, is not likely to exercise 
that privilege It may not appear enthusiastic 
about a peace move at present big it cannot 
be in the position of being responsible for the 
blocking of peace in Southeast Asia. As for Red 
China, it isn t a member of the U N. and plainly 
the North Viet Nam government isn’t going to 
be guided entirely by Red China s negativism 
So the chances of a peace conference art 
good, and if some strict rule." can be drawn 
up to govern an armistice, the way may be 
opened shortly to stop military action on both 
sides. 
If the f N itself by a strongly warded reso 
lution gets behind the cease-fire, it will be hard 
tor the North Vietnamese to violate any agree 
ment they make.

sidered far more practical than a rising loss of 
lives and a continuing financial burden for both 
sides especially when the underlying issues 
themselves are almost unsolvable. 
lf the Communists are so ill*ad\ ised as to 
force a continuance o4 the fighting, die United 
states will have world support for an intensi­ 
fication of the war. An armistice, therefore, 
now seems a belter than even bet.
